Police last night sought some reason for the strange parallel presented by the evidence in other 
recent crimes centering in the Franks-Leopold-Loeb district. Chief among them was the gland outrage 
committed on Charles Ream, taxi chauffeur. He was kidnaped in the same neighborhood and left on 
the prairie, mutilated, not far from the spot where Franks’ body was found. Then the police point out 
that Robert Franks, Freeman Louis Tracy, and Melvin L. Wolff, all lost their lives in the samie niys- 
terious fashion. Young Wolf’s death was never solved. Were all three deaths carried out by the same

FEATURES OF HEARING 


Justice Caverly was compelled by 
law to open court yesterday, it being 
the first Monday of the month—his 
only reason for hearing the habeas 
corpus petition, he explained, all other 
courts being closed because of election 
day. Attorneys Derrow and Bachrach 
were on hand when court was opened 
by proclamation. Each presented a pe- 
tition, Darrow in behalf of Loeb, Bach- 
rach for Leopold. 

Mr. Crowe admitted having custody 
of the petitioners without due process 
of law, and he explained in this state- 
ment: 

“Robert Franks was kidnaped and 
murdered on May 21, his body buried 
in a drainpipe out near the Indiana 
border line. A pair of spectacles was 
found alongside where the body was 
concealed. 

“We learned last Thursday that 
glasses of the same prescription and 
frame were sold to Nathan Leopold. I 
sent for him and he came to my office. 

“YT kept him in a hotel. I sent for 
Richard Loeb and kept both in cus- 
tody. : 

“Both confessed they kidnaped and 
brutally murdered the boy. 

“Tf the grand jury were in session 
I’d present the evidence against them. 
I shall -do so tomorrow afternoon. 
There is an inquest at 11 o’clock this 
morning and I wish to have the pris- 
oners there for identification purposes. 
After the inquest I will bring them 
back here and allow their counsel and 
relatives to see and talk with them, 
and I therefore ask that this hearing 
be continued until 4 o'clock.” 


Darrow Opposes Request. 

“That's a most extraordinary re- 
quest,” Attorney Darrow stated. 
“These boys can’t testify at the in- 
quest. If there is any charge against 
them, the state easily can file a com- 
plaint here and now with your honor. 
It can be drawn up in five minutes. 

“If we had a pickpocket here we'd 
be allowed to hold him until we could 
place a clarge against him in the Mu- 
nicipal court,” Mr. Crowe began. 
“This is a cold blooded, vicious mur- 
der confessed to by these boys. I'll 
have them indicted by tomorrow night 
and arrested on the mittimus.” 

“What an astounding proposition!” 
Mr. Darrow exclaimed. “I never heard 
the like of it in court before. These 
boys are minors and under the con- 
stitution entitled to more than ordi- 
nary protection from the court. The 
court has no right to put them any- 
where but in jail.” 

Judge Settles Dispute. 

Judge Caverly settled the dispute, 
apparently pleasing both sides, py stat- 
ing that the boys already were in the 
custody of the sheriff and hé could not 
return them to the police, but he would

Awaits Lawyers’ Advice. 

“I’m sorry; I have nothing to say,” 
he replied. 

“If you dfan’t do it, why not say so 
now?” was suggested to him. 

gh st respectfully decline to an- 
swer without consulting counsel,” he 
persisted. 

That was as much as either would 
say after they had been permitted, by 
order of court, to confer with counsel. 
To such questions as “Do you want a 
drink of water? Shall we send out for 
cigarets for you?” etc., each in turn 
would answer, “ I must respectfully de- 
cline to answer.” 

Attorney Bachrach admitted he had 
warned them they already had talked 
too much and his concern now is to 
render the murder confession inadmis- 
sible against thern in court. 

While the attorneys were in their 
first conference with their clients, the 
state obtained the letter to Jacob 
Franks secreted in a Michigan Central 
car, giving directions about throwing 
out the cigar box containing $10,000. 


Makes Confessions Stronger. 

The boys in their confession had told 
of leaving a note for Mr. Franks at 
the drug store on 68rd street, directing 
him to board a certain Michigan Cen- 
tral through train and seek further di- 
rections fn a time-table rack in the last 
car of the train. Mr, Franks learned 
of his boy’s death just in time to save 
him from obeying the summons to the 
drugstore. So he never boarded the 
train he was to be told to take. 

The railroad officials yesterday noti-| 


| fied Assistant State’s Attorney Joseph 


P. Savage they had located the car 

and then the letter. They had traced 

the car, “Quarron,” to Grand Rapids, 

Mich., then to Albany, N. ‘Y., back’ to 

Cleveland, then to Buffalo, to Cinéinna: 

ti and finally to New York. ' 
Letter Is Undistarbed. 

The envelope Still was undisturbed 
when the car was visited by New York 
policemen. It was addressed to Jacob 
Franks, and contained the additional] 


notations: “ Very important, do not 
disturb and please preserve.” 

The letter itself directed Mr, Franks 
to stand on the rear platform and to 
throw off the cigar box when passing 
the Champion Screw Works, beside 
which they were to pe waiting in an 
automobile. They had planned this 
carefully, even to the extent of Loeb’s 
buying a ticket to Gary, Ind., and pur- 
chasing a seat in the last parlor car, 
where he later secreted the message to 
Mr. Franks. 

The youths on the proper day took 
up their station, waiting. for the train 
on which they were sure Mr. Franks 
would be with the cigar box in hand. 
If the train slowed or there was any 
other suspicious act, they intended to 
flee. They had tested out the throw 
from the train, using the wadded news- 
paper later found in Leopold’s auto- 
mobile. 


INQUEST IS DELAYED 


Owing to the status of the case, the 
inquest was postponed. The prisoners 
were there, at Furth'’s chapel, 946 E. 
47th street, in custody of Joseph Mey- 
ers, personal bailiff for Judge Caverly, 
and Dave Edfeldt. Coroner Oscar 
Wolff announced that the state did not 
wish to disclose its evidence against 
the defendants, therefore there would 
be no hearing until June 27. 

Back again in the Criminal court 
building, the “most interesting :our- 
derers”’ were taken again, to State's 
Attorney Crowe's office until 6 p. m. 
Mr. Crowe announced that he had as- 
signed Assistant State’s Attorneys 
Joseph P.. Savage, Milton D. Smith, 
and John Sbarbaro to prosecute, and 
his indictment expert Thomas Marshall 
to draw up the charges of murder and 
kidnaping for ransom, both punish- 
able by death, for presentation to the 
grand jury today. 

Chief Collins was considering the 
appointment of a committee to decide 
who is to share in the reward. He 
named among others, Sergts. James 
Gourtiahd, Frank Johnson, William 
Crot, Charles Egan, and Philip Car- 
rol: as being efititled.to a portion of 
the money.

manian government on the debt ques- 
tion. 

“We have no communism in Rou.

We are a tre- 
mendously rich country, but we live 
in a state of economic chaos. Wé4 have 
huge quantities of oil, wheat and other 
produce for export, but we can not 
deliver them to the seaboard because 
of our rotten railway system. By re- 
pudiating our debts we have become 
financial outcasts and by driving away 
foreign capital we are strangling our 
deyelopment. . We continue to live on 
bad terms ‘with Russia, although we 
both need each other badly.”

Kelly Again Heads 
Catholic Charities; 
$1,000,000 Sought 


With the reélection of D. F. Kelly as 
president for the ensuing year, 300 
directors of the Associated Catholic 
Charities last night set their goal at 
the $1,000,000 mark at the sixth annual 
meeting of the organization in Quig- 
,ey seminary. 

This dction was taken after an ap- 
peal by George Cardinal Mundelein, 
who was guest of honor at the banquet 
which preceded the meeting.- The 
cardinal’s address was brief. He point- 
ed out that all organizationg face a 
critical condition after five years of 
existence unless a spirit of enthusi- 
asm is injected into_them. For this 
reason he urged the directors to exert 
every effort to make-this campaign fo 
charity funds a success. 
Each of the 300 directors at the meet- 
ing represented a parish. They will 
work in co#peration with parish 
priests to fill the quota assigned to 
each. In addition to this work the di- 
rectors were asked to raise $250,000 
outside the regular church quotas. 
Last year the Catholic charities ex- 
pended $519,33£.03 in the various Cath- 
olic and non-Catholic charitable insti- 
tutions in the archdiocese of Chicago, 
it was stated. Of this amount, $167,026 
was spent in providing shelter, food, 
fuel, clothing, and medical care for 
5,730 families. The families included 
23,474 persons, of whom 7,866 were 
adults and 15,608 children. Through 
other institutions about 11,812 persons 
were aided at an expénditure of $118,- 
630. The largest amounts spent were 
for the upkeep of orphanages and for 
family relief.

veyed alone disclose the great variety 

of functions the federal government is 

now discharging and the expansion of its 
activities.

The figures on the comparative turn- 
over in various offices in 1914 and in 
1923 are sufficient to tell of the deteriora- 
tion that has taken place. 

In the case of the clerical employés of 

_ the weather bureau the turnover has in- 
creaged from 11 to 47 per cent; among 
the clerical employés of the\cystoms 
service, from 8 to 15 per cent; clerical 
employés of the postmaster, from 11 to 
26 per cent. 

No comparative figures on turnover are 
available for many of the offices, because 
they were not in existence in 1914, but 
some of the new ones disclose high rates.
